The World's Need 

By the Late MRS. GENERAL BOOTH 



WE might havo enumerated other 
texts teaching the same truth, 
There are plenty of them, but the gen- 
eral tenor and bearing of the Word m 
God, especially of the New Testament, 
is more significant than even direct 
and isolated texts. It seems to me 
that no> one can disinterestedly and 
dispassionately study the New Testa- 
ment without arriving at the conclu- 
sion that it is a fundamental principle, 
underlying the whole, that His light 
and grace is expansive: that is. God 
has, Tn no caw, given Hla light. His 
truth and His grace to any individual 
soul without holding that soul respon- 
sible for communicating that light and 
grace to others. Real Christianity is, 
in tta very nature and essence, aggres- 
sive. We get this principle fully ex- 
hibited and- illustrated in the Parables 
of 'Jesus Christ. It you will study 
then, you will find that H6 has not 
given us anything to be used merely 
for ourselves, but that we hold and 
possess every talent which He has 
committed to us for the good of others, 
and for the salvation of man. If I 
understand it, .1 Bay this is a funda- 
mental principle of the New Testa- 
ment. 

The ZenLoUHnese of Early Christians 
How wonderfully this principle was 
exhibited in the lives of the Apostles 
and early Christians! How utterly 
careless they seemed to be of every- 
thing compared with this— this was 
the first thing with them everywhere! 
How Paul, at the very threshold, 
counted nothing else of any conse- 
quence, but willingly, cheerfully gave 
up every other consideration to live 
for this: and how he speaks of other 
Apostles and helpers In the Gospel 
who had been nigh unto death, and 
laid down their necks for the works 
sake; and wo know how be travelled, 
worked, prayed, wept and suffered. 
Wed and died, for this one end. And

JOHN RUSKIN wrote on Good Friday, 18S2: "One day last week 
I "began thinking over my past life and what fruit I had had of 
the joy of It which had passed away, and of the hard work of It;

working for myself in one way or another, , . , Then I thought 
of my -investigations of the Bible, and found no comfort In that 
cither— this was about .two In tho morning! so I considered that I 
had now neither pleasure In looking to my past life, nor any hope, 
such, as would be my comfort on a aide-bed, of a f nitre one. And ' 
I made up my mind that this would never do. So, after thinking, 
I resolved that, at any rete, I would aet an If tan Bible were trnet 
that If It were not, at all event » I should be no worse' off than I 
waa before i that 1 should betlere In Christ nnd tahe Him for my 
Master tn whatever I dldt that assuredly to disbelieve the Bible 
was quite as difficult aa to believe Hi and that the beet mystery 
was that which gsve me Chriet fur a Hester — and when I had done 
this I fell asleep, , . . When 1 rose In the morning, though I 
was atlU unwell, I felt a peace and spirit in me I had never known 
before."

The Salvation Army occupies an 
Important place in tho civic life of 
Regina.

As 
in other large cities, The Salvation 
Army here Is a most active organisa- 
tion. It works continuously in tlie 
Interests of the moral and spiritual 
welfare of Regina citizens. It ope- 
rates a nodal work brand., has a 
splendid Band, and its Officers are al- 
ways closely identified with all move- 
ments looking to the city's betterment. 

Labor Conditions 
Regina has considerable attraction 
for working people, tho rates of pay 
being such as to enable the artisan 
and laborer to live in conditions which 
etrike a new arrival from other coun- 
tries as being beyond all comparison 
for home comfort and the tilings that 
mako life worth living.

THE Rcgina I. Band has ever been 
a great help and benefit -to the 
Corps In many ways. Ten or eleven 
years ago a number of men soldiers 
received some instruction in the art 
of playing a brass instrument In due 
time a number of S.A. song tunes 
were mastered, and it was not long 
before these Brothers "turned out" on 
the march. 

Brother Fred Cawsey became a sol- 
dier of the Corps. Being a musician, 
he was eventually made Bandmaster, 
which position he held for some time, 
and under his tuition the- Band made 
progress. The tide of is-.siigragta 
from the Old Land brought a number 
of Bandsmen. Bondsman Reynolds of 
the Derby II. Band, England, was al- 
most if not the first to arrive. 

Tho Band then numbered about six 
players, and Bandsman Reynolds by 
request became" Bandmaster. His 
thoroughness and faithful dealing 
greatly improved the Band, both spir- 
itually and musically. 

Tbo stream of immigration con- 
tinued to augment the Band. Then 
one day the news was passed around 
that a Salvation Army ' Bandmaster 
had come to Regina to settle, in the 
person of Bandmaster Henderson, late 
of the Kilmarnock Band, Scotland. 
Thie was early in 1911. He assumed 
command of the Band and in due 
course it developed into a most useful 
combination. In the years 1912. 1913 
and 1914 Regina Band was indeed n 
credit to The Salvation Army from 
every standpoint. 

Fourteen Bandsmen answered the 
call during the Great War, and it 
seemed that the Band would be com- 
pletely disorganized. Nothing daunt- 
ed, however, the remnant kept at it 

The months and years went by and 
their numbers were augmented from 
the Y.P. Corps. Bight through tbe war 
period these lads and a small number 
of Bandsmen kept the Band together. 
During the war two of tho Bandsmen 
made the supreme sacrifice.

Casea sometimes occur where, for 
special reasons, the magistrate awards 
a suspended sentence, on the accused 
person undertaking to regard himself 
or herself an being under the Adju- 
tant's care. Such persons have to re- 
port weekly or monthly as ordered, 
and the Adjutant will during the per- 
iod be responsible for their good be- 
havior. In this way many a first of- 
fender has been saved from the stain 
of gaol, and possibly from becoming a 
confirmed criminal.
